Wasutuneron, May 4.—It seems now that 
the Savannah revenue collectorship fight is 
to be settled at last. Collector Pleasants got 
into trouble last December and the official 
announcements then looked to his instant 
discharge. A. N. Wilson came on to Washing- 
ton in Pleasants’s interest. He-has worked for 
him untiring!ly ever since. The rush for Pleas- 
ants’s p'ace was an advantage to him, as the 
yarious candidates were constantly attacking 
each other before the departments. Jesse 
Wimber!y of Waynesboro, W. L. Clark of 
Atlanta, and Rev. W. J. White, colored, of 
Savannah, were the most prominent appli 
eants for the position. Wimberly remained 
here several months looking after his inter- 
ests. Secretary Folger has time and again 
stated that the appointment was about to be 
made, but for various reasons it was delayed. 
it was at last decided to retain Pleasants in 
the oflice provided he could make an accepta- 
ble new bond. He went to work and sent a 
bond to the department, which was recently 
rejected. This is considered here as the end 
of Pleasants, and Wimberly’s appointment 
yery soon is probable. 

An effort will be made at once to shelve 
Piedger with Pleasants, and to put 8. W. 
Postellin his place at the Atlanta custom 
house.

Springs, Arizona Territory, May 3, 1883—Aa- 
jcttant general United States army, Washing- 
ton, D) C.: The dispatch of the 28th instant 
from General Sherman received, It is not 
my intention to violate the eonvention be- 
tween the two governments. My object in 
visiting Sonora and Caihuahua was to ar- 
range for cooperation, and in case my troops 
followed the bostiles into Mexico, and see if 
I could not secure a liberal interpretation of 
the terms of agreement in regard to time I 
would be allowed to remain there. Itis my 
intention to start to-morrow morning in pur- 
suit of the savages in accordance with the 
treaty.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 

A decision has just been rendered by the 
treasury department which finally disposes 
of the long pending question. whether the 
government of the United States has any 
title to certain lands in Fernandina, Florida, 
which were sold for direct taxes in 1863. In 
June of that year most of the land upon 
which the city of Fernandina now stands 
was sold for direct taxes. and a large part of it 
was bid in by the tax commissioners for the 
United States. Some question arose as to the 
validity of that sale on account of the par- 
ticipation therein of only two of the tax com- 
missioners, the third being absent and pro- 
testing agains' it. The question was submit- 
ted to the treasury department the same 
year, and Commissioner Lewis wrote an 
opinion adyerse to the sale. Secretary Chase 
approved the opinion and thereupon the 
tax commissioners set the sale aside and read- 
vertised the property. Part of it was then 
resold, but about 2,000 lots still remained 
undispesed of. Some litigation followed 
in the local state courts with regard to the 
titles under these sales and the claim of the 
government to lots which had been bought 
inact the first sale again came before the 
department. In February last the commis- 
sioner of internal revenue rendered an opin- 
ion to the effect that it would be unequitiable 
on part of the government to insist upon 
its ownership of lots that had been bid in for 
itat the sale of 1863. Secretary Folger ap- 
proved the commissioner's conclusion and on 


the second of May, Acting Commis- 
sioner fogers instratced the collec- 
tor at Jacksonville to relinguish 


all claim, so faras the United Statesis con- 
cerned, to the lands bid in at the sale of 1863, 
and to refund any money received by him as 
rents forthe same. The property in contrb- 
versy comprises about 2,000 lots valued at 
$1,500,000. The original owners are now reép- 
resented by the Fiorida town improvement 
company, of which Mr. E. N. Dickinson, of 
New York, is president.

THE MURDER INDICTMENT 

“& general surprise, alipough it meets with 


and his father and all of bis sympathizing 
relatives and friends expected the indictment 
to be for manslaughter. They acknowledge 
that a man of Congressman Thompson's po- 
litical and social prominence could not af- 
ford to have the tragedy ignored or smother- 
edup, but the indictment for murder has 
been a thunderbolt to them. Phil Thomp- 
son, Sr., the father, one of the ablest lawyers 
in Kentucky, will probably lead the counsel 
for the defense, and he will be aided by some 
of the biggest legal guns in America. The 
danger is that the prosecution wi!l beswamp- 
edout, This trial will be one of the most in- 
teresting in the criminal annals of Kentucky. 
SENTIMENT OF THE PEOPLE. 

Now that the evidence is all in, the feeling 
is growing that Phil Thompson ought to be 
tried for murder. The good name of Har- 
rodsburg, of Mercer county, and of the whole 
state of Kentucky is involved. Walter H. 
Davis did not die under the code. If he had 
so met bis death, the sympathy of a ma- 
jority of Kentuckians would have. been as- 
sured to his slayer.. While men here speak 
under their breath, for the Thompsons are as 
clever with the trigger as any of the other 
first families in Kentucky, the seutiment 
is becoming widespread in this commu-. 
nity that Davis was assassinated’ in 
cold. blood, and tbat the vengeance 
of the law should be invoked. Ask nearby 
anvbody not connected with the Thompson 
family what he thinks, and he will whisper 
in your ear that Little Phil ought to be cal!- 
ed to account, “but for God's sake,’ he will 
add, ‘“‘don’ttell anybody I said so." The 
evidence brought from Cincinnati by John 
Bb. Thompson, vesterday, in the form of affi- 
davits, had been alréady obtained by him on 
a previous visit. Yet, with this knowledge he 
declared before the killing th there wes 
nothing In the story. Now, Mer the kill- 
ing, he says his brother was justified. 

‘MISS BUCKNER'S VERACITY, 

It ever Miss Buckner appears in court her 
reliability as a witness will be subjected to a 
severe scrutiny. Nine out of every ten of 
the people of Harrodsburg, particularly the 
women folks, believe that she is at the bot- 
tom of the whole trouble. In her interview 
she says Walter H. Davis remained at the 
St. Clair hotel with her and Mrs. Thompson 
from’ 1 until half past 3 in the afternoon, 
when be went out with Mrs. Thompson. One 
of the best ladies in Harrodsburg, Mrs. Tur- 
ner Fisher, the wife of the partner of Davis, 

CONRRADICTS MISS BUCKNER | 
As to the point of time. Ina talk, to-day, 
with a Commercial Gazette correspondent 
she said: 

‘“T wasin Cincinnati at 
scandal. Il was stopping at the house ofa 
friend of our family, Dr. Walker, at 311 West 
Fourth street. Mrs. Crit Davia, the wifeof 
the brotherof Walter H., was also there. 
Somewhere between twoand half past two 
Walter H. Davis called around to see us. He 
seemed very bright, and said he was en his 
way to Chicago. He remained about three 
quarters ofan hour. When he left he said 
he would call again if he had time. In the 
course of an hour I went down thestreet with 
Mrs. Robert Nuckols, wife of the cashier of 
one of the banks at Harrodsburg.’’ Mrs. 
Fisher also contradicts Miss Buckner in her 
declaration that at half past five, when Mrs. 
Thompson returned from her afternoon stroll 
with Davis, she was so drunk that she 
could not understand. what was. said 
to her, and that Davis himself was under the 
influence of liquor. Mrs.«Fisher says that as 
she and Mrs. Nuckols were returning from 
shopping to take supper at Dr. Walker's 
heuse, they met Mrs. Thompson and Mr, 
Davis. The two latter were as sober, Mrs. 
Fisher says, as she and her friend were. She 
is positive they had not been drinking. It 
was then about 5 o'clock, and possibly later, 
as Mrs. Fisher and Mrs. Nuckols where hurrye 
ing to the 6 o’clock meal at Dr. Walker's. 
Mrs. Thompson told her that she was on her 
way to the telegraph office, and Mr. Davis was 
escorting herfthere in order that she might 
send a message to her daughter that there had 
been a wreck on the train. It was a cold, 
snowy, disagreeable afternoon. : 
| Some reposts have made it appear that 
when the meeting between Phil. , lle 
and Walter H. Davis took place on the rail- 
road train, the latter was on his way to Chi- 
cago to escape the wrath to come. This. rep- 
resentation is grossly untrue. Messrs. Fisher 
& Davis had just sold out their groceries, so 
as to devote their entire attention to the 
large stock of whisky they had on hand. The 
uncertainty of the market being a inatter of 
much concern to them, after 1epeated solici- 
tation by his partner, Mr. Davis agreed to go 
Chicago, to close out a branch house they 
had there, and to send the whisky back :to 
Harrodsburg. He was starting out on this 
trip when he met his death. 

Aniid all this talk andexcitement and fill- 
ing of the air with gossip of scandal the par 
ty mest deeply effected by the terrible trag- 
edy has almost escaped notice. This is poor 

: MES DAVIS, THE WIDOW 
of the murdered man. Her home is in the 
suburban part of the town, near the noted 
training stables of her brother-in-law, Crit- 
teriden Davis. The house is a pretty frame 
cottage in the middle of a ten-acre lot of pas- 
ture land, detted here ang taere with poplar 
trees. The home of Walter Davis bore evi- 
dence that be was a man of cultivated, 
though quiet tastes. It-was an ambition of 
his to make his home beautiful and comfort- 
able. Mrs. Davis lay on a couch, with her 
mother and a sympathizing neighbor sitting 
by herside. She is adelicate little woman, 
refined in feature, and _ nervous of 
temperament. The shock had been almost 
‘tou much for her. Her love for her children 
was ber great tewer of strength in the dread- 
fal trial. Inagentle naanner she protested 
that justice had not been done her husband 
—‘‘as good, loyal, kind and noble a husband 
as ever woman had,’’, she moaned. “Oh! 
why did Phil rob me of him?” she piteously 
asked. It was patheti¢ to see how this wo- 
man asserted, overana over again, her im- 
movable trust in the honor of her busband. 
Her mother insisted that Mrs. Davis should 
know the worst of the affidavits. After they 
had been stated to her, she said she had heard 
before what they coritained.

WALKER, THE DADE COUNTY 
MURDERER, HANGED, 


The End ef « Bruta) and Heertiess Murder—The 
Murderer Speake on the Bcaffuld and Prllsp | 
Whining Story of His Innoesnce—He 
Charges the Murder to Gis Companion. 


Special to The Constitution. — ; 
-Caatranooea, Tenn , May 4 —D. F. Walker, 
the murderer of Samuel S. Hardberger on 
Sand mountain, November 6, 1882, was exe- 
cuted at Trenton to-day in the presence of 
about 3,000 people. Preparations for the 
event had been made the day before, and 
every precaution was made to prevent any 
accident. The scaffold was about eight fee. 
high and the gallows eight feet from the plat- 
form. At 12:30 the wagon containing the 
criminal sitting on his coflin, surrounded by 
twenty-five armed men, left the jail and pro- 
ceeded slowly to the scaffold, Walker talking 
pleasantly on the way to the sheriff by bis 
side. When they arrived at the scaffold the 
doomed man walked steadily and without 4 
show of fear or trembling up the scaffold 
steps. He then asked to be allowed to talk, 
and Sheriff Boyd told him he could 
talk for an hour if he desired. 
Thereupon he arose and ip a_ clear 
and distinet voice said: ‘Gentlemen, ladies 
and friends, I feel it my duty to tell the truth 
at this solemn hour, so that all may know 
that for which I die. I am charged with 
killing old man Hardberger, and a jary has 
said that I did kill him, and that l ought to 
suffer death for it. Now, my friends, I say 
bere, in my dying moments, that I did not 
do the killing. I was present and knew of 
it, but 1 did not fire the fatal shot. I know f 
am bound to die in a few minutes, and I do 
not want to offend my God by telling a lie 
in His presence. I never thought of robbing 
the old man, as God is my judge. Treece 
kilied him, and if. there was any robbery he 
robbed him, and I have been sacrificed by 
the lawyers to save Treece’s neck. 
My friends, it is money that is hanging me,, 
and it is money that set Treece free, and I 
say that the people of Dade county in justice 
to themselves and to their dying fellow-man 
ought not to allow this—they ought not to, 
allow this great evil. deplore, oh my 
God! I bate tothink that I leave my wife and 
children in disgrace; and, my friends, if you 
bave any mercy, never fling it in her face. 
The pian is a coward who would dg it, and 
when I think of my wife and children and 
old man Hardberger’s wife and children, then 
I think of Treece, and Iask you what oughtto 
be done with the man who would make them 
both widows and their children orphaus? 
Ought he to live? No, I don’t believe he ought, 
and I-do not believe you will let him live. 
A voice in the crowd, *‘Yes, and if you say 't 
is justice to you he shant live.” “I say 
frankly if Treece was up here to di with me 
I would die better satistied.”’ 

At this point be made several statements 
implicating one Lish Smith, and said tbat he 
ban been warned against Smith.

father’s house. - He had a buggy ready and 
dashed away. The father of the girl soon 
heard of the elopement and started in hot 
ursuit, He gained on Walker and at 
ength came in sight of him and ordered bim 
wo stop. Walker, when the old man was 
near to him, rose in his buggy and deliber- 
ately fired at him. The ball entered his 
right thigh and the wound disabled him for 
lite. The woman clung to Walker with a 
blind devotion. They were duly married 
and the father disowned his child forever. 
Soon after this second marriage Walker be- 
came involved in a difficnlty with one of his 
neighbors and killed bim. This caused him 
to fly from Mississippi and settle at the foot 
of Sand Mountain. He seemed not to care 
about doing anything and made no effort to 
get work, 


| He roamed over the mountains with his 


rifle and hunted, ifhe could be said to de 
anything. His wife made every effort to 
earn a decent livelihood for herself and her 
baby. She had been well educated and she 
opened a school to which she managed to get 
children for several miles aronnd. Theschono! 
was about the only reliable meaus of support 
the family had, except the little patches near 
their rude home which the woman worked 
for more than the man. In time Walker be- 
came acquainted with Lee Treece, a youth 
five years his janior and the son of a worthy 
widow, who lived not far from Walker. An 
intimacy sprang up between .Walker and 
Treece and they frequently took long excur- 
sions together in search of game. 

The neighborhood was not long in 
learning Walker’s true character. His roving, 
worthless lifeand his brutal neglect of bis 
family merited and won the contempt of all 
who knew him. He was engaged in several 
rows and was suspected of more than one 
crime and several misdemeanors. 

Early last October he consulted Treece 
about a plan he had made to throw a consid- 
erable pile of into 
both their hands, _ as said. 
freece caught at the bait, and had no 
moral scruples to keep him from any means 
that might be necessary to carry out the de- 
sign. Lhrough the country about Sand 
mountain there frequently travelled a man 
named Elisha Smith who traded in cattle. He 
} was known to carry a good sum of money with 
him always, and he was the victim Walker 
selected. He pictured to Treece how easy it 
would be to kill Smith, get his money, hide 
his body and let no one be the wiser therefor. 
The conspirators ascertained when Smith 
would be through that region and knew the 
road he would take from Sand mountain to- 
ward Trenton. In a dense wood close to the 
road they concealed themselves and awaited 
‘the coming of the doomed man. ‘Treece had 
his rifle and Walker was doubly armed with 
both rifle and revolver. ~~ 

Both were unerring shots and could pick a 
squirrel from the top of the highest pine on 
the mountain. Snnth did not appear at the 
hour expected. The day wore on and still 
he did not come. Waiker began to grow iim- 
patient. He cursed the luck that kept back 
the man he was thirsting to kill for the sordid 
greed of gain. When the afternoon was well 
spent the villian became desperate and raged 
in his disappointment. . 

On that bright October day Hardberger was 


several persons to the platform who corrobor- 
ated bis statements. ‘hen resuming his talk. 
he dwelt at length and with great fervency on 
the great injustice of turning Treece lose and 
executing him. He spoke feelingly of his 
wife and children, breaking intw tears at the 
mention of their names. He commended 
them to the tender mercy of the peopie and 
fo 

ized by the profoundest feeling and 
was most earnest and impressive. He spoke 
likea man with one foot in the grave. He 
closed ‘his first talk by saying that he ‘twas a 
bad man—deserved death—but my God, who 
is to take care of my wife and children? I, 
who by this act robs them of their earthly 
protection, but 1 want to meet them and you 
allin heaven.’”’ He then invited the minis- 
tersin the crowd to come upon the gallows 
and pray and sing. Revs. J. J. Huron, David 
McCracken and W. D. Hancock ascended the 
steps, and fifteen or twenty minutes were 
spentin singing and praying, the doomed 
‘man joining in the song and mingling his 
songs, groans and amens with the prayers of 
the ministers. During the prayer he wept 
a great deal, but said _ repeatedly 
that it wasn’t that he cared to die, but be- 
cause he was feeling deeply the enormity of 
his crime, and the tate of his wife and child- 
ren. He bore it bravely, and showed himseif 
ytobea man of nerve and self-possession. 
After this devotional services he took the 
rope saying: 

**I’|] adjust the noose myself, the rope goes 
on before my hands are tied, or black cap 
put on me,” : a 

He then deliberately fixed the rope, held 
his arms to be- tied, and helped to fix the 
black cap. While all this was 
being done he talked in- 
cessantly to the crowd, dwelling persistently 
on the injustice of banging him and turning 
Treece loose. He spoke feelingly of the kind- 
ly services and friendship of Mr. John Jaco- 
way, the prosecuting attorney, of thedifferent 
officers and others who had shown him kind- 
ness during his imprisonment. After the 
black cap was pulled down he ejaculated in- 
cessantly, ‘God have mercy on me.’ His 
last words being, ‘God have mer—”’ 
But before he completed the word or sen- 
tence the sheriff cut the rope, sprang the 
trap and Walker dropped into eternity. His 
neck was broken and death was almost in- 
stantaneous. He dropped precisely at 1:37 
and was cut down at 1:57, baving hung 
twenty minutes. The body was removed to 
‘the grand jury room in_ the courthouse, 
where it will remain until to morrow and 
probably be buried in Trenton. No disorder 
was in thecrowd, there being but little drun- 
kenness, the guards having inspired the law- 
less with respect. The scene was 
very aflecting at the hotel where the wife of 
the unfortunate man was stopping, and 
whom he really seemed to love as fondly as 
his nature would admit. She fainted once or 
twice, and considerable alarm was entertained 
for her life. Waiker was considered a pas- 
sionate, willful and desperate man,though he. 
showed more evidence of good feeling and 
tenderness than was to be expected of so har- 
dened a character. There was but one feeling 
in the crowd, and that was that Walker de 
served the fate, and there was a- universal 
feeling that Treece ought to die with him. 

> HISTORY OF THE MURDER, 


A more unprovoked murder was never com 
mitted than that by which 8.8. Hardberzer, 
an old man. highly tespected by all who 
knew him, lost his life on Sand mountain last 
October. For his part in that awful crime 
D. F. Walker to-day paid the apa of his 
life at Trenton, Dade county. alker was a 


man of about 24, a splendid -specimen 
of physical roanhood, wit an 
open, handsome face which 


gave no indications of his brutal nature or 
the life of villiany he had led. Walker is a 
native of Mississippi, where he has lived until 
three vears ago. His record of crime dates 
back t» his boyhood and grows blacker to this 
last cold blooded deed which brought him to 
the gallows. . 

When guite young he married and lived 
very unhappily with his wife. She died 
very suddenly and the mysterious manner of | 
her death led to a general suspicion that 
Walker had murdered her. About a year 
after the death of his first wife be won the 
affections ofa woman far his superior in

He went by, but had not proceeded far when 
a form rose hehind him and a rifle was lev- 
eled at his back. A sharp report rang out, 
Treece had fired first. Whether the ba!! took 
effect or not is uncertain, but when Treece 
fired, Hardberger turned and raising his 
hands‘cried: **For God’s sake don't kill me!” 
The words were his last. Walker rosé and 
aiming as coolly as if he were shooting an ox, 
sent a rifle ball into the breast of his pleading 
victim. Not content with seeing Hardberger 
fail he drew his revolver and fired at 
his. prostrate form once or _ twice. 
The assassins had -waited in vain for 
Reese. Night was coming on and all hope of 
getting him was gone. They had wrought 
themselves up to murderous resolution and 
were ready to kill anybody. MHardberger 
came along. He looked respectable and was 
well dressed, Walker, in a moment after he 
saw him,told Treece he must be *‘their man.”’ 
When they had shot him down they rushed 
out to rifle his pockets. Their search brought 
out $4.65 as the price of a human life. 
They were furious at being so cheated, but 
hastened to conceal ail traces of their crime. 
Though the bullets had killed the victim, the 


human fiends beat his head to a 
jelly with rocks. The body was 
taken from the road and thrown 


into a dense thicket a considerable distance 
from the road, Walker and Reese divided 
their meagre spoil and returned home with 
the story that they had be squirrel hunt- 
ing ahd bad poor luck. The murderers: had 
hidden their victim from gthe eyes of the 
world, but they could not keep their secret. 
Treece showed sigas of trouble, 
Walker was worse and avowed tu various per- 
sons that he had killed a man at a game of 
cards, but bad done so in self defense. Mean- 
time Hardberger’s failure to reach Rising 
Fawn had aroused inquiry. His family were 
written to and asked of his whereabouts.

FOREIGN NOTES. 


Count Von Moltke Seriously Ill--Grand Dake Michse 
‘ to Resign. 
Lonpon, May 4.—The Daily News says 
that by the rejection of the bill the 


forces of bigotry and intolerance 
have triumphed. Fifty Irish members 
voted against the affirmation bill. “It is to 


be regretted,’’ the Times says, ‘‘that the pru- 
dent and conclusive solution offered in the 
affirmation bill was not sapported by a ma- 
jority of the house.” 

In the house of commons this afternoon 
the speaker stated that he had received 
a letter from Bradlaugh, in which that 
gentleman announced that he would 
at the beginning of business to-day ask to be 
permitted to take the oath. The speaker 
asked for the guidance of the house. Loud 
cries were made for Mr. Gladstone, but as the 
prime minister did not rise, Sir Stafford 
Northcote stated that he would propose that 
Mr. Bradlaugh be precluded from going 
through such aform. Mr. Gladstone said he 
could raise no objection to the motion, which, 
under the circumstances, Sir Stafford North- 


cote was the proper person to make. On 
motion of Mr. Labouchere, 1 
was decided to hear Mr. Bradlaugh 


in his own behalf at the bar of the house. 

Mr. Bradlaugh pointed out thatthe house 
bad saw fit to reject the affirmation bill, the 
passage of which would have enabled him to 
take his seat. t was now his duty to take 
the oath. The law had given him the seat in 
the house and in the name of the law he de- 
manded it. His exclusion was an act of fla- 
grant iniquity. No act of his had justified 
the action of the heuse, which should de- 
clare. his seat vacant on the 
passage of the bill disqualifying him. As long 
as he was not disqualified he would claim the 
right to his seat. Mr. Labouchere opposed 
the motion of Sir Stafford Northeote. Mr. 
Gladstone, on moving the previous question, 
announced that he would vote with Mr. La. 
bouchere against the motion. The motion 
was then carried by a vote of 271 to 165. Mr. 
Bradlaugh again addressed the house. arguing 
in favor of his claim to the seat. Afterspeak- 
ing for half an hour, he returfied to his usual 
soat below the bar and the subdject was 
dropped.

A GAS EXPLOSION. 


A Terrible Accident in a Shaft—A Narrow Eseape 
From Death. i 

WILKrsBARRE, Penn., May 4.—A gas explo- 
sion occurred in the Dorran shaft of Lehigh 
valley coal company to-day. Edward Rinker 
and Henry Baker were doing some plumbing 
sixty feet below the surface. ‘They were al- 
most roasted alive. The former is dead and 
the latter cannot recover. The shaft is 600 
feet deep, and the timbersin it are on fire.

fhe London Law Jeurna!l on the Legal Phases of the 
Extradition Question--A Conference of the 
_ Members of the Irish Nationg) Party in 
London—Hanien Found Guilty. 


Loxnpon, May 4.—The Law Journal, after 
discussing the legal phases of the extradition 
question, draws the conclusion that if the 
United States holds that Tynan, Walsh and 
Sheridan cannot be extradited under the 
existing treaty between Great Britain and 
the United States, and if these gentlemen do 
not voluntarily surrender themselves, they 
may, after various formal writs of arrest have 
been made out and returned without having 
been satisfiec, be adjudged outlaws and their 
property may be declared forfeited to the 
crown. : 

At a conference of the members of the Irish 
Nationel party in London, it was resolved to 
organize a fund for the relief of the families 
of the persons who have fled the country or 
have been arrested in connection with the 


murder trials in Ireland and generally under 
the crimes act. It is computed that six hun- 
dred families haye been rendered destitute 
by flight or the incarceration of their bread 
winners. An address will be issued to the 
Irish nationalists in America and the British 
colonies appealing for contributions to the 
oposed fund, and delegates will be sent 
set forth the need for speedy Assistance.

EIGHTY YEARS AGO, 


Ornemental Woed Work of Beantifal Desigu—The 
History of the House—The Place of Meeting 
of the Early Casmpions of Methodism, 
More Than Seventy: Five Years Ago. 


Frem the Greensboro, Ga., Home Journal. 

On the left hand side of the public road 
coming towards Greenesboro, and only ashort 
distance from the famous camp ground of 
Liberty, stands alarge, two-story house,some- 
what weather-beaten and bearing the marks 
of time. This house bears a history, and a 
history that reads well in these later days of 
rush and rapidity. 

The building was begun in 1801 by a man 
named Bush and wasnot completed until 
two years afterwards, orin 1803. The build- 
ing of this house bankrupted Bush, and short- 
ly before its completion he disappeared, prob- 
ably to avoid arrest and imprisonment for the 
debt with which the structure had saddled 


him. 

At the time of its completion it was one of 
the bandsomest buildings in Georgia, and al- 
though eighty years have passed over it, it 
still stands firm as rock, age and time appear- 
ing to add to its strength. It is oblong in 
structure, With @ massive brick chimney at 
either end. The eaves, the window case- 
ments and door tronts are fringed with a 
chain of crnamental woodwork of a beauti- 
ful design, wrought entirely by hand. 

The weather boarding, the sleepers and sills 
are all of the heaviest timber, and appear to- 
day as suund and substantial as when hewn. 
Inside the rooms are panelled with carved 
wainscoating and corniced in the same man- 


ner as the exterior. The mantles. and stair- 
ways, door facings; ceilings, all show 


ornamentation of like design. One can but 
marvel at the time, the patience, and the la- 
bor expended on this dwelling, and at the 
substantial manner in which it was built. 
A year was consumed laying the foundation 
alone, the sleepers being of seasoned chest- 
nut about fourteen incnes square and run- 
ning the entire length of the house. After 
Bush’s departure the house went into the 
hands of the chief creditors; it was then pur- 
chased by John 8. Jackson and was sold by 
him to Obadiah Copelan. The present owner, 
Johnson P, Kimbrough, next purchased it, 
and itis now occupied by O. G, Copelan and 
his family. 
A FAMOUS CONFERENCE,

the years closely following its erection, was 
known far and near, and the fame of the 
then palatial residence went abroad, and visi- 
tors who came were always sure of a hospita- 
ble welcome from the genial host.

ef the children, a daughter, into another 
room, and the father in a spirit of insanity, 
and in the delusion under which he was la- 
raised a knife, which he buried in the 
child. He was arrested and 
brought to jail. He was indicted atthe Oc- 
tober term, Against Mrs. Freeman, 
motber, the jury found no bill, and she was

For ten montis 
he had full liberty of the h¢ spital grounds on 
Phere was no need to watch him as 
an insane man, for be was now fully recover- 
ed. and the doctor did not believe there was 
any danger in allowing him to go free. Other 
exp rts testified in asimilar inanner and then 
Ereeftuam was put on the stand. 

‘Four years ago,”’ he said, “‘l was insane. I 
never niet an insane person prior LO May & 
1879, and considered that the influences from 
religious beliefs were forced on me by parties 
which might have been insane. I see my 
error, and consider it an unfortunate affair.”’ 

Here Freeman broke down, but afterwards 
continued): “I mever prayed for Abraham, 
never prayed for any one, but have been 
asked to do so by friends; never shall go to 
Pocassett again if grauted a discharge. Il 
shail accept the iirst honorable position 
vilered me and any that would enable me to 
support my family. I do not desire to go 
into the details, as it would impress upon me 
a preat sorrow.”

The commissioners did not take the passes ten- 
dered by President Porter, but left, stating they 
wonld see him lster. 

The commissioncrs, having resolyed not to ac- 
cept the passes as a conrtesy, on the ground that 
they were entitied by law to ride over the railroads 
free, and that they would compromise themselves 
by such a course, accordingly addressed to Govern- 
or Porter a formal demand for passes over the Nash- 
ville and Chattanooga and St. Louis railroad, citing 
the bill creating the commissioners their authority 
for the demand. . 

To this Governor Porter replied briefly, writing 
what he had already told them in person, adding 
that he would extend to them the same courtesy 
hown other state officials. 

No reply has been received by Governor Porter to 
this letter. An American reporter was detailed to 
interview the cominissioners as to what action they 
proposed to take, but found that neither of them 
was the city. 

Augusta’s Freight Rates.

Hew Fulton fuperter Court Ordered a Man te Deliver 
Rieck te the Receiver. 

Several days ago Mr, E. A. Anwgier, the receiver of 
Gillett Brother®’ stock, appointed Mr. G. W. Gustin, 
of Bibb county, special agent to receive the goods 
in possession of G. H. Dixon, of Macon, which 
goods the creditors of Gillett Brothers 
claim to be the property of the late firm 
On application of Mr. Gusiin for the goods, Mr. 
Dixon emphatically refused to give them up, 
stating that he would turn them overto Mr. Angier 
and no one clse.° The action of Mr. Dixon was at 
oace mede known to Mr. Angier, who immediately 
obtained an order from Fulton superior court in- 
structing Mr. Dixon to turn the goods over to Mr. 
Gustin aton. e,orthe sheriff of Fulton county would 
follow on the next train and arrest him for 
contempt apd he would have to suffer the extent of 
the law, for refusing tocomply with the orders of 
thecourt. The order was forwarded Mr. Gustin 
yesterday morning and as nothing had been heard

Shad Finding Their Way Lack up the Chattahoochee 
River From the Gulf. 

It will be remembered that three years ago this 
spring Dr. Cary, the fish commissioner of the state, 
puta great number of baby shad into some Georgit 
rivers. Atthe timethe doctor stated to some per- 
sons who were incredulous of the success of the ex- 
periment that the shad presented One of the most 
curious phenomena to be found in natural history. 


When put into the rivers they make 
their way to the sea and there 
attain maturity. They never forget the 
riverthat was the home of their childhood. So 


many of them as escape the hungry enemies and 
other perils that beset their youth are sure to come 
back in three years to entertain the angler and feed 
the epicure along the banks of the river where they 
started in business, 

The doctor was asked the other day how the shad 
experiment had sneceeded Hesaid: ‘Very well. 
chree years ego I hada million Connecticut iiver 
shad putinto the Georgia rivers. Other shad were 
putin, butthe peculiar habits of the Connecticut 
river shad give an opportunity to prove the truth 
of our theories of their return to the river for which 
they are intended. The Connecticut river shad 
will biteata hook. Thesouth Atlantic coast shad 
willnot. They arenow cawhing in the Chatta- 
hoochee near Columbus and further down fine 
shad of four or five pounds weight with a hook and 
line. These are the same fish we putin three years 
ago, Whenhead and eyes and a filmy tail male up 
his wine al structuie,"’ 

‘Do the people like the carp as well as ever?’ 
“Oh, yes. The demand for them is very heavy, 
and many applications came (yp afier it was too 
late to get them from the National Fish commiss- 
ion. Néxt season there will, | presume, be a well 
nigh inexhaustible supply. Assoon as the people 
fiud out that they can get them easily, fish ponds 
will be made allover Georgia. I! bave never heard 
ofany one who was not pleased with carp cul- 
ture, The other day I sent some carp 
from my own pond to persons who wanted them 
for breeding this season. They were eighteen 
incheslong. Theecare with which these fish are 
cultivated is as astonishing as the rapidity of their 
growth and multiplication. The extent and impor- 
tance of the carp question has not yet come to be 
fully realized,’’
